The decision was two cases, one 
from WaahiagtoB lad., la whiek the 
anti-unionist sufi for possession o 
church property, the other from Viu' 
cennes, Ind. in which the unionist 
ask for iajaaetioa to preveat the aa« 
ti-nnionists from interferin}; with 
their possession of property. 

The inae taraed apon the legality 
of union and constitutional right ui 
ihc two I'resbyterian churches to en- 
ter into the union. In an elaborate 
deeieioB the jodge reooaatc the hie- 
tory otthe many Presbyterian unions 
in the past 2U0 years, and decl<li li 
that such unilorm action amounts tu 
an adhereat eoastitatioaal right to 

f(>r:n anv nnmn that la OOafon&ity 
with their own law.

He 
further states that taxes are especially 
high lu Glasgow, Aberdeen und Pals- 
ley, the three Scotch cities that have 
gone deepest into municipal ownership, 
and adds that "the conclusion seem.s 
unavoidable that, whatever benefits 
municipal ownership may have liestow- 
ed upon the masses, It has not tended 
to UgMan Iks burdens of taxpayers." 
Thia Is emphasised by die added fact 
that during tbe hut dseal ysar ef the 
series the running expenses of all of 
the revenue producing municipal imder- 
taklng^l^ of Scotland exceeded the re- 
ceipts by 10 per cent in spite of the 
ridiculously small depreciation allow- 
ance and the transferring to otber ac- 
eeonts ef large items of expense.
